DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claim 11 is allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reason for the indication of the allowability of claim 1 1 is: 

Regarding claim 11, the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest in combination 
with the other claimed features of the shroud-joining portion including a cylindrical non- 
pinch seal portion provided with a circular flange portion on an outer periphery thereof. 

This limitation was found in claim 11, and is neither disclosed nor taught by the 
prior art of record, alone or in combination.
